east, it was learned this afternoon.

Chaulnes and Roye sector, the Germans are trying 
to guard the important road and railway. 


^In the Gray --sector American and British 


troops are striving to push eastward toward Per- 
onne along the north bank of the Somme. The ar- 
tillery fighting is growing in intensity-/ The con-^ 
centration of guns is one of the greatestof the war. 
There is no indication that the Germans intend to 
make their present line permanent.
